Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1967* 

The  Estimated  Mid-Year  Horae  Population  was  18,330 
persons,  this  being  100  more  than  in  1966.  A  table  on  page  . 
10  and  a  graph  on  page  11  show  the  population  and  the 
statistics  relating  to  births  and  deaths  for  the  years 

1959-67 . 

From  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  population  has 
increased  over  the  years  from  15,980  in  1959  to  18,330  in 
1967,  a  total  increase  of  2,350. 

From  the  graph  the  adjusted  Birth  Rate,  which  can  be 
compared  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales,  is  seen 
to  have  been  appreciably  below  the  Birth  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  since  1961. 

The  illegitimacy  rate  has  increased  from  1961  when  it 
was  3.5%  to  1966  when  it  reached  11. 2%.  In  1967  the  figure 
had  fallen  to  8.5%. 

Since  1963  the  adjusted  Death  Rate  (comparable  with 
the  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales)  has  been  slightly  below 
the  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  fluctuated  considerably 
over  the  years  since  1959,  the  highest  being  26.4  in  1962 
and  the  lowest  3*9  in  1965.  Such  fluctuations  are  inevitable 
with  small  populations. 

There  has  been  no  maternal  death  in  any  of  the  years 
since  1959. 
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There  were  eight  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and 
four  for  Discretionary  Grants  in  1967,  all  of  which  were 
granted. 

Over  the  last  nine  years  there  has  been  a  steady  stream 
of  applications  for  Standard  Grants,  and  since  1959 1  the  year 
the  relevant  Act  came  into  operation,  approximately  ninety 
grants  have  been  approved  by  the  Council. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  has 
been  small  but  has  increased  since  1965*  Since  1959  (incl.) 

12  Discretionary  Grants  have  been  approved. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  for  their  support,  also  the  other  Chief 
Officers,  and  the  staff  of  my  Department  especially 
Mr.  Goodbody,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  STATISTICS 


Shoreham-by  Sea  is  on  the  South  Coast,  midway  between 
Brighton  and  Worthing.  The  River  Adur  bounds  the  town  on  its 
west  side  and  cuts  off,  from  Shoreham  town,  the  shingle  beach 
south  of  the  river. 

The  District  is  mainly  residential.  Industrial  heredita¬ 
ments  (0 ,G%)  form  12.7^  of  the  rateable  value.  For  Local 
Government  electoral  purposes,  the  District  is  divided  into 
six  wards,  each  of  which  is  represented  by  three  members.

Comparative  Statistics  1967  In  order  that  birth  and  death 
rates  respectively  can  be  compared  with  those  of  other 
districts  and  with  England  and  Wales,  the  Registrar  General 
provides  an  "Area  Comparability  Factor”  for  births  and  one 
for  deaths  for  each  district.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Brighton  Corporation  is  the  Water  Undertaker  for 
the  District  and  it  supplies  all  the  houses  with  a  direct  supply. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.L.  Fairbank,  A.M.I.C.E. ,  M.I.W.E. , 
Engineer  and  Manager,  Brighton  Corporation  Water  Department  for 
the  following  information  about  the  water  supply  of  the  District 
during  1967* 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  raw  waters  were  made  at 
weekly  intervals  in  the  Department’s  laboratory  except  in 
certain  instances  where  bacteriological  pollution  was  present 
in  any  raw  water  when  samples  were  examined  daily.  The  treated 
waters  at  all  stations  have  been  examined  on  a  daily  basis.  The 
total  number  of  raw  and  treated  water  samples  from  the  pumping 
stations,  together  with  a  summary  of  the  bacteriological  results 
obtained,  is  given  below

Colony  counts  at  22°C.  after  three  days  and  37°C.  after 
one  day's  incubation  on  nutrient  agar  were,  except  in  the  three 
instances  which  will  be  outlined,  generally  low  in  number.  Two 
samples  of  treated  waters  out  of  a  total  of  3,158  examined 
showed  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms  in  low  numbers.  These 
samples  were  obtained  from  Shoreham  and  Southover  Pumping  Stations 
where,  due  to  the  mode  of  treatment,  it  is  not  possible  to 
examine  bacteriologically  the  raw  waters. 
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Daily  samples  of  raw  and  treated  waters  were  taken  at 
Mile  Oak  between  1st  January  and  the  31st  March  as  a  result 
of  pollution  arising  from  the  leaking  sewer  in  the  Mile  Oak 
Road  mentioned  in  last  year's  report.  The  repair  works 
carried  out  on  this  sewer  during  the  latter  part  of  1966  and 
the  first  two  months  of  1967  would  appear  to  have  been 
effective  in  preventing  any  further  pollution  of  this  water. 
Sampling  raw  and  treated  waters  had  also  to  be  put  on  a 
daily  basis  at  Goldstone  Pumping  Station  from  the  l6th 
February  to  the  31st  March  1967  owing  to  blockage  of  a 
sewer  at  the  site  of  erection  of  a  large  block  of  offices 
at  the  corner  of  Goldstone  Park.  This  blockage  caused 
sewer  liquids  to  flow  on  the  chalk  which  had  been 
necessarily  exposed  during  building  operations  and  the  prompt 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department  of 
Hove  Corporation  in  first  finding  the  offending  sewer  and 
then  removing  the  blockage  satisfactorily  kept  the  period  of 
pollution  to  the  minimum.  At  Lewes  Road  Pumping  Station  a 
similar  sampling  procedure  had  to  be  operated  between  16th 
May  and  4th  August  1967  due  to  a  drain  which  was  found  to 
be  blocked  at  the  abattoir  in  Hollingdean  Road.  Once  again 
the  co-operation,  this  time  of  Brighton  Borough  Surveyor's 
Department  was  instrumental  in  bringing  to  an  end  the  over¬ 
flow  of  polluting  material  into  the  chalk.  Abbreviated 
chemical  examinations  were  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals 
throughout  the  year  on  all  raw  waters  and  a  general  chemical 
and  mineral  examination  has  been  made  on  five  samples  of 
each  of  the  Department's  sources.  Copies  of  the  reports  on 
these  examinations  made  on  all  raw  waters  in  November  1967 
are  appended. 

Bacteriological  examinations  together  with  chloramine 
determinations  have  also  been  made  on  873  samples  of  water 
from  service  reservoirs.  Of  this  total  five  samples  showed 
the  presence  of  coliform  organisms.  Three  of  these  were 
taken  from  Telscombe  Reservoir  and  as  a  result  this  reservoir 
was  taken  out  of  service  on  the  11th  August  1967*  This 
reservoir  is  still  out  of  service  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report. 

The  two  remaining  samples  were  those  obtained  from  Mile 
Oak  Reservoir  on  the  22nd  August  and  High  Park  Reservoir  on 
the  11th  October. 

A  total  number  of  10,067  samples  were  examined  in  the 
Department's  laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these  3*347 
samples  were  submitted  from  the  Worthing  Water  Department.

Since  all  water  is  obtained  from  the  chalk,  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  any  plumbo  solvent  action  and  no  evidence 
of  such  action  is  apparent.  As  a  result  of  an  enquiry  made  by 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  into  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  the  waters  supplied  in  this  area  being  plumbo  solvent, 
six  samples  wore  taken  from  widely  varying  points  in  the  area 
of  supply.  Each  of  these  waters  had  stood  in  contact  with  lead 
service  pipes  overnight  and  lead  determinations  were  made  on 
each  of  them.  The  result  showed  that  lead  was  absent  from 
these  waters  in  each  case. 

Chlorination  with  post  ammoniation  of  all  raw  waters  is 
practised  continuously  with  the  exception  of  the  pumping 
stations  at  Patcham,  Mile  Oak,  Sompting,  and  Lewes  Road,  where 
super  and  dechlorination  is  utilised  before  the  addition  of 
ammonia  to  form  chloramine  in  the  final  treated  water. 

In  the  event  of  any  raw  water  showing  evidence  of 
bacterial  pollution,  sampling  is  increased  to  daily  intervals 
and  a  survey  of  the  catchment  area  is  made  in  an  effort  to 
locate  the  cause  of  such  pollution.  In  addition,  if  it  is 
considered  necessary,  appropriate  adjustment  is  made  of  those 
gas  dosages  used  in  the  sterilisation  process. 

Note:  With  reference  to  the  latter  part  of  the  first  paragraph 
on  page  14  copies  of  reports  attached  to  this  report  are  those 
relating  to  Mileoak  Pumping  Station,  Shoreham  Pumping  Station 
and  Sompting  Station  and  are  shown  on  the  preceding  page. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1936 

During  the  year  28  complaints  were  received  concerning 
smoke  or  dust  alleged  to  emanate  from  the  chimneys  of  industrial 
premises. 

143  observations  were  made  in  respect  of  smoke  or  dust 
emissions.  3  informal  notices  were  served  in  respect  thereof 
and  these  were  complied  with. 

143  visits  were  made  to  boiler  houses  etc. ,  and  advice 
was  necessary  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

10  complaints  were  made  concerning  smoke  nuisance  from 
garden  bonfires  and  a  number  of  enquiries  were  received  as  to 
when  it  is  permitted  to  light  up  a  bonfire.  There  is  some 
confusion  generally  concerning  the  alleged  rights  of  individuals 
to  have  bonfires  at  certain  times  of  the  day.  These  complaints 
were  investigated  and  advice  given. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  services  in  connection  with  sewerage  and  sev/age 
disposal  and  with  refuse  collection  and  disposal  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Council's  Surveyor. 

The  sewage  from  the  Shore ham-by-Sea  Urban  District 
either  gravitates  or  is  pumped  to  a  large  underground 
storage  tank  holding  a  million  gallons  situated  at  the 
extreme  eastern  end  of  Dolphin  Road.  The  tank  is  connected 
by  a  45”  diameter  sewer  to  the  Portslade  and  Southwick 
Outfall  Sewerage  Board’s  sea  outfall  which  it  joins  in 
Albion  Street,  Southwick,  and  which  extends  under  the 
Harbour  and  for  a  distance  out  tc  sea  from  the  foreshore 
of  approximately  1,000  feet. 

The  tank  is  discharged  twice  every  twenty  -  four 
hours  through  this  outfall  together  with  sewage  from 
Southwick,  Portslade  ,  and  a  small  part  of  Hove.  The  dis¬ 
charge  takes  place  during  a  period  of  approximately  two 
hours  commencing  one  and  a  half  hours  after  each  high 
water.  Apart  from  rough  screening,  no  treatment  of  the 
sewage  takes  place. 

A  scheme  for  the  improvement  and  renewal  of  pumping 
plant  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  existing  system  on 
Shoreham  Beach,  to  meet  the  needs  of  future  development 
in  the  North  Eastern  area  of  this  locality  was  completed 
in  1966. 

Practically  all  the  premises  in  the  District  are  on 
main  drainage.  A  number  of  cesspools  do  exist.  The 
premises  drained  by  them  are  mainly  residential  properties 
on  Shoreham  Beach;  a  few  industrial  premises  are  also 
drained  by  cesspools.  The  Council  provides  a  cesspool 
emptying  service. 


COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 


There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  in  the 
District.  As  regards  disposal  there  is  a  Joint  Refuse 
Disposal  Committee  comprising  representatives  from  Worthing 
Rural  District  Council,  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District 
Council,  Southwick  Urban  District  Council  and  Portslade 
Urban  District  Council.  The  Disposal  Plant  is  situated  in 
the  Worthing  Rural  District  and  is  used  by  these  Councils. 

At  the  Plant  the  salvageable  materials  are  separated  out 
and  the  residue  taken  to  pulverisers. 

In  cases  of  emergency  part  of  the  Adur  Recreation  Ground 
is  used  by  Shoreham  Council. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS  1936  AND  1961 


102  complaints  were  received  concerning  defective  or 
obstructed  drains  and  260  visits  were  made  in  connection 
therewith.  l8  informal  notices  were  served  and  in  17  cases 
it  was  necessary  for  Statutory  Notices  to  be  served. 

Dustbins 

Dustbins  are  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  householder 
and  failure  to  maintain  dustbins  in  a  proper  state  of  repair 
gives  rise  to  a  nuisance. 

During  196?  complaints  received  numbered  4  and  17  visits 
were  made  in  connection  with  defective  dustbins. 

3  informal  notices  were  served  relating  to  the  provision 
of  new  dustbins. 

Cleansing  of  Verminous  Premises 

During  the  year  3  houses  comprising  17  rooms  were  found 
to  be  infested  with  fleas  or  bed-bugs  and  were  disinfested. 

3  houses  were  treated  for  other  insect  infestations. 

Infested  houses  are  treated  with  liquid  insecticides  or 
gammexene  smoke  according  to  circumstances. 

The  houses  and  furniture  of  prospective  tenants  of  Council 
houses  are  examined  where  necessary  for  the  presence  of  vermin 
and  treated  as  above. 

49  visits  were  made  to  other  premises  comprising  63  rooms 
which  were  treated  for  insects.  The  treatments  carried  out 
under  this  heading  were  mainly  for  cockroaches. 

Insecticides  used  were  pybuthrin,  gammexene  and  insecticidal 
lacquer. 

Woodworm  in  Council  Houses 

The  survey  and  treatment  of  Council  houses  was  continued 
during  the  year.  7  pre-war  Council  houses  were  given  a 
secondary  treatment  and  2  post-war  Council  Houses  were  given  an 
initial  treatment.

Washing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  water  are  provided 
at  Nos.  1,  2,  5  and  6.  Wash-hand  basins  with  cold  water 
supplies  only  are  provided  at  Nos.  3  and  4. 


Offensive  Trades  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936  schedules  certain 
offensive  trades  and  no  persons  shall  establish  any  of  these 
trades  without  the  consent  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  trades 
scheduled  are  those  of  blood  boiler,  blood  drier,  bone  boiler, 
fat  extractor,  fat  melter,  fellmonger,  glue  maker,  gut  scraper, 
rag  and  bone  dealer,  size  maker,  soap  boiler,  tallow  melter, 
tripe  boiler. 

There  is  one  Offensive  Trade  business  in  the  District.  In 
addition  to  the  Offensive  Trade  business,  the  process  of 
hydrolysis  of  feathers  is  carried  out  on  the  same  premises. 

This  process  is  registerable  under  the  provisions  of  the  Alkali 
Etc.,  V/orks  Regulations  Act,  1906  (as  extended  by  the  Alkali 
Etc.  V/orks  Orders,  1928-1963)  and  was  registered  under  the  Act 
in  August,  1965 j  and  so  came  under  the  Alkali  Inspectorate. 

During  1967,  113  complaints  were  received  of  offensive 
odours,  many  of  which  were  alleged  to  have  emanated  from  the 
premises  while  feather  processing  was  being  carried  out.  All 
complaints  were  investigated  and  some  were  traced  to  a  sewer 
outfall  discharging  waste  water  originating  from  the  fume 
cleansing  plant  at  the  premises. 

V/orks  on  the  diversion  of  the  drain  taking  this  waste 
water  into  the  Council ' s  main  drainage  system  was  in  progress 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Observations  and  investigations,  routine  and  on 
complaint  were  frequent  throughout  the  year. 
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Public  Swimming  Baths  There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in 
the  District,  but  at  the  King's  Manor  Girls'  School  and  at 
Buckingham  Road  County  Junior  School  there  are  open  air 
swimming  pools  for  the  use  of  the  schoolchildren.  The  pools 
are  supplied  with  mains  water.  The  purification  of  the  water 
in  the  pools  is  carried  out  by  a  process  of  filtration  and 
chlorination.  Two  samples  of  swimming  pool  water  were  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation.  One  result  was  unsatisfactory.  A  repeat  sample  was 
satisfactory. 

Hairdressers  and  Barbers  Byelaws  made  under  Section  77  of  the 
the  Public  Health  Act  1961  as  to  hairdressers  and  barbers  are 
in  operation  and  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  securing  of 
securing  cleanliness  of  the  premises,  of  the  instruments  and 
equipment  and  of  the  hairdresser's  person  and  clothing. 

There  are  4  men's  hairdresser  and  l4  ladies'  hairdressers 
in  the  town  known  to  the  Department.  Eighteen  inspections 
have  been  made  of  these  premises  in  1967*  A  number  of  minor 
contraventions  were  found  and  these  were  remedied  following 
informal  action. 

Pigeons  and  other  Birds  Section  74  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
1961  empowers  a  local  authority  to  deal  with  nuisances  caused, 
within  any  built-up  area,  by  doves,  pigeons,  starlings  or 
sparrows. 

During  the  year  203  pigeons  were  caught  and  destroyed. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 


This  Act  requires  that  no  person  shall  keep  a  pet  shop 
except  under  the  authority  of  a  licence  granted  by  the  local 
authority.  Before  a  licence  is  granted  certain  conditions 
must  be  complied  with. 

The  number  of  licences  in  the  District  is  three,  there 
having  been  no  changes  in  1967.  No  infringements  of  the 
conditions  of  the  licences  were  found  during  the  year. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963 


This  Act  provides  for  a  system  of  licensing  and 
inspection  by  local  authorities  of  any  establishment  at  which 
a  business  of  providing  accommodation  for  cats  and  dogs  is 
carried  on. 

No  application  for  a  licence  has  been  received  in  respect 
of  premises  in  this  District  since  the  Act  came  into  operation. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  I960

67  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  caravans  and  caravan 
sites  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act.

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  advising  'travellers' 
of  suitable  sites  where  they  can  station  a  caravan,  there  being 
no  such  sites  in  the  locality. 

Contraventions  of  site  licences  were  found  in  respect  of 
both  the  individual  caravan  and  the  site.  They  were  remedied 
following  reports  made  to  the  Council. 

2  caravans  in  gardens  of  houses  and  occupied  for  human 
habitation  are  exempt  from  licensing  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 


NOISE  ABATti-IENT  ACT,  I960 

This  Act  makes  provision  in  respect  of  the  control  of 
noise  and  vibration  with  a  view  to  their  abatement. 

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  during  1967  an<^  the 
alleged  sources  of  noise  included  the  noise  of  vehicles  in 
nearby  factory  premises,  chimes  of  ice  cream  van  out  of 
permitted  hours,  a  band  in  a  nearby  public  house,  boat  repairs 
in  garage  of  private  house,  machinery  and  panel  beating  works. 

All  the  complaints  were  investigated  and  with  two 
exceptions  which  were  unsubstantiated,  informal  approaches 
were  made  to  the  offenders  and  a  reduction  in  noise  effected. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1931 

This  Act  is  designed  to  secure  the  use  of  "clean"  filling 
materials  in  upholstered  and  other  articles  which  are  stuffed 
or  lined. 

One  factory  in  the  District  is  registered  for  the  use  of 
filling  materials. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  19^9 


The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  make  permanent  provision 
for  preventing  loss  of  food  by  infestation.

successfully.  CONSUMER  PROTECTION  ACT  1961 


This  Act  prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  heating 
appliances  which  are  not  fitted  with  such  fireguards  as  are 
prescribed  by  The  Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Regulations 
1953?  and  the  sale  of  oil  heaters  which  do  not  comply  with  the 
Oil  Heaters  Regulations  1962. 


During  the  year  23  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  such 
appliances  are  sold  and  91  such  appliances  were  examined  and 
found  to  comply  with  the  Regulations.  Proceedings  taken  in 
respect  of  an  electric  fire  found  at  the  end  of  1966  to  contravene 
the  Regulations,  resulted  in  the  vendor  being  fined  £3» 
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SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  nCT  1964 


This  Act  which  came  into ' operation  on  1st  April,  1965, 
requires  that  every  local  authority  shall  maintain  a  register  of 
persons  carrying  on  business  in  their  area  as  scrap  metal 
dealers. 

There  are  18  scrap  metal  dealers  on  the  Register.  Six 
itinerant  collectors  of  scrap  metal  hold  certificates  of 
exemption. 


MORTUARY 


The  Council  provides  a  Public  Mortuary  in  the  District  at 
which  there  are  facilities  for  post-mortem  examinations.  By 
arrangement  with  the  respective  Councils,  bodies  from  the 
Southwick  Urban  District  and  from  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District 
are  received  into  the  Mortuary.  97  bodies  were  received  into 
the  mortuary  in  196?. 

In  December  1967  the  Council  approved  the  provision  of 
two  refrigerated  three-tier  cabinets  at  the  Mortuary,  subject 
to  the  agreement  of  the  two  other  authorities  who  use  the 
Mortuary,  namely  the  Southwick  Urban  District  Council  and  the 
Rural  District  Council  of  Chanctonbury.

REGISTERED  FOOD  PREMISES

be  used  for: 


(a)  the  sale,  or  the  manufacture  for  the  purpose  of

A  complaint  concerning  a  cake  made  from  a  cake  mixture 
alleged  to  have  caused  illness  in  the  family  was  investigated 
and  on  analysis  it  was  found  that  the  cake  mixture  was 
satisfactory. 

Section  9  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  relates  to  the 
examination  and  seizure  of  suspected  food.  An  authorised 
officer  of  a  Council  may  at  all  reasonable  times  examine  any 
food  intended  for  human  consumption  which  has  been  sold,  or  is 
offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  is  the  possession  of,  or  has 
been  deposited  with  or  consigned  to  any  person  for  the  purpose 

of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale,  and,  if  it  appears  to  him 

to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  my  seize  it  and  remove  it 

in  order  to  have  it  dealt  with  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during 
the  year,  but  requests  were  received  from  trades  people  for 
examination  of  suspected  food.  There  follows  a  list  of  foods

With  regard  to  3»  Old  Erringham  Farm  Cottages,  the 
matter  was  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  considered  an  official  representation(Sept 
1967) of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  respect  of  the 
premises  34,  West  Street  made  in  accordance  with  Sections 
16  and  157 1 -and  notice  of  time  and  place  for  consideration 
of  the  condition  of  the  house  and  any  offer  to  carry  out 
works  was  served  on  the  owners.  This  matter  was  not  before 
the  council  again  until  January.  1968. 

The  Council  also  had  before  them  the  official  represent-

ation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  dated  13th.  December 
1966  in  respect  of  3 2,  West  Street,  consideration  of  which 
had  been  deferred  on  previous  occasions.  A  notice  of  time 
and  place  was  served  on  the  owners  as  in  the  case  of  3^+  -» 

West  Street. 

Nos  32  and  34  West  Street  formed  part  of  a  clearance 
area  declared  in  1965  and  in  respect  of  which  the  Council 
made  a  compulsory  purchase  order  (The  Shoreham-by-Sea  (West 
Street)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  1963) •  The  Minister  did 
not  confirm  the  Order.  The  Ministry’s  Inspector  had  found 
the  dwellings  :,not  so  far  defective  as  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  within  the  meaning  of  section  4  of  the  Housing  Act 
1957  n  and  was  ’’satisfied  that  desirable  repairs  could  be  done 
at  reasonable  cost:! 

Since  then  discussions  have  taken  place  with  the  owners 
of  the  properties  about  the  works  required.  No  works,  however, 
have  been  carried  out  and  the  properties  are  deterioating. 

Clearance  Areas  The  1935-60  Slum  Clearance  Programme 
submitted  to  the  Minister  in  1955*  provided  for  the  clearance 
of  148  houses.  Since  then  25  other  houses  have  been  added 
to  the  programme.  Up  to  the  end  of  1967,  152  of  these  houses 
have  been  dealt  'with,  leaving  21  houses  yet  to  be  dealt  with. 
No  programme  for  the  period  1960-65  has  been  submitted. 

No  areas  were  represented  in  1967  nor  clearance  orders 
made.  The  areas  named  below  were  represented  prior  to  19&7 
and  were  still  under  consideration  by  the  Council  at  the  of

HOUSE  PURCHASE  &  HOUSING  ACT  1959 
as  amended  by  HOUSING  ACT  1961  &  HOUSING  ACT  1964 

Under  this  Act  local  authorities  are  required  to  make 
grants  if  application  s  are  made  for  the  standard  amenities 
viz;  fixed  bath  or  shower,  wash  hand  basin,  internal 
water  closet,  hot  water  supply  and  food  store.

HOUSING  (FINANCIAL  PROVISIONS)  ACT  1958 

Section  30 

In  accordance  with  Section  30  of  this  Act  local 
authorities  may  give  assistance  to  persons  who  wish  to 
improve  houses  to  a  good  standard  or  to  convert  them  into 
flats . 

Four  applications  were  received  for  these  grants  known 
as  Discretionary  Grants  and  were  approved  in  1967.  A  grant 
of  £400  was  made  in  each  of  three  cases  and  of  £  380  10.0.

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FACTORIES  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


Under  the  Factories  Act  1961,  District  Councils  have 
certain  responsibilities  in  connection  with  general  health 
and  welfare  provisions  in  factories.  These  differ  according 
to  whether  the  factory  is  a  power  factory  or  a  non-power 
factory,  i.e.  whether  mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors  and  sanitary 
conveniences. 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions 
being  the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  who  is 
also  responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirement 
relating  to  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 

The  law  relating  to  outworkers  is  dealt  with  in  Sections 
133  and  134,  Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act.  The  classes  of 
outwork  to  which  the  provisions  relate  are  specified  by 
Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier 
in  the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and 
manner  lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons 
employed  by  them  as  outworkers. 

A  copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Local 
Authority  where  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of 
employment  of  the  outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the 
factory  is  situated  the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to 
forward  the  name  and  address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate 
District  Council. 

Section  134  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons 
in  unwholesome  premises. 

On  the  next  two  pages  are  tables  showing  the  prescribed 
particulars  which  are  required  by  Section  133  (1)  of  the  Factories 
Act  1961,  to  be  furnished  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  their 
Annual  Reports  with  respect  to  matters  under  Parts  I  and  VIII  of 
that  Act  which  are  administered  by  the  District  Council.
